Mr.  Chaiman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  the 
year  1 961 . 

The  Registrar-General's  mid-year  estimate  of 
population  showed  a further  decrease  of  60,  and  the 
provisional  population  figure  obtained  from  the  1961  Census 
taken  later  in  the  year  indicated  a further  decrease  of  89. 

The  most  noteworthy  features  of  the  year  were  a 
marked  decrease  in  the  Birth  Rate  which  was  the  smallest 
for  nine  years  and  a substantial  increase  in  the  Death  Rate 
which  was  the  highest  for  very  many  years.  With  a 
declining  and  ageing  population  both  these  factors  are, 
of  course,  to  be  expected. 

An  increase  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
appeared  somewhat  high  but  that  was  on  account  of  the  small 
number  of  births  involved. 

It  is  p] easing  to  report  that  f©r  the  thirteenth 
successive  year  no  Maternal  peath  was  registered  and  that 
very  few  notifiable  diseases  occured  amongst  the 
c ommuni ty . 


Once  again  I would  express  my  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  your  Council  and  officials,  for  their 
courtesy  and  assistance  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department,  Nelson,  with  whom  you  have  a working 
arrangement .

In  Barrowford  furniture  and  shuttle  making, 
sheet  metal  work  and  textiles  are  the  chief  industries. 

In  the  locality  generally,  the  manufacture  of  textiles 
is  still  the  largest  single  industry,  employing  more  than 
50/o  of  the  insured  population,  and  the  prosperity  of  the 
area  is  still  largely  dependent  thereon.  The  Government 
sponsored  Re-organisation  Scheme  for  the  cotton  industry 
appeared  to  have  largely  achieved  the  object  of  a more 
compact  industry  and  the  majority  of  workers  made 
redundant  had  been  re-absorbed  into  other  jobs.  During 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  there  v/as  however  some 
decline  in  textile  trading  and  activity  within  the 
industry  slackened  somewhat.  This  was  made  apparent  in 
some  firms  by  the  extended  holidays  at  Christmas.

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DEATHS 

A substantial  increase  occured  in  the  number  of 
deaths  registered.,  The  total  of  91  was  an  increase  of 
20  on  the  previous  year*  11  more  than  the  previous  five 
years  average  and  the  largest  number  since  1954. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  of  19*7  per  1,000  population 
was  an  increase  of  4.5  per  1,000  on  the  previous  year 
and  was  also  the  highest  recorded  for  very  many  years. 
The  average  figure  for  the  previous  five  years  was  1 6 „ 9 
per  1 , 000  population.. 


On  adjustment  for  external  purposes  this  gave  an 
Adjusted  Death  Rate  of  17*9  per  1,000  population,  an 
increase  of  4.1  per  1,000  on  the  I960  rate.  For

Vascular  Lesions  of  the  nervous  system  was  the 
principal  cause  of  death  with  18  deaths,  giving  a death 
rate  of  3*90  per  1,000,  followed  by  Coronary  Disease/ 
Angina  with  15  deaths  or  3*25  por  1,000  inhabitants. 
Deaths  from  cancer  totalled  12,  an  increase  of  1 on  the 
previous  year,  giving  a death  rate  of  2.60  per  1,000 
or  0.44  in  excess  of  the  national  rate  for  this  cause.

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The  number  of  deaths  exceeded  the  number  of  live 
births  by  42  which  is  probably  the  largest  such 
difference  recorded.  All  but  3 of  the  42  inward  transfer 
deaths  occurred  in  hospitals  or  institutions*  From  the 
age  group  analysis  of  the  deaths  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
70-75  years  group  had  the  largest  number  with  28  or 
30*77/^  of  the  total. 


INFANT  DEATHS 

Four  deaths  were  of  infants  under  the  age  of  12 
months.  This  was  the  largest  number  since  1956  and  gave 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  81.6  per  1,000  live  births, 
a figure  of  60*2  per  1,000  in  excess  of  the  national  rate. 

NEO -NATAL  DEATHS 

Three  of  the  infant  deaths  were  of  children  under 
the  age  of  one  week  and  these  gave  a Neo-natal  Mortality 
Rate  of  6l*2  per  1,000  live  births.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  statutory?-  water  undertaker  .for  your  Urban 
District  is  the  North  Calder  Water  Board  which  v/as 
established  in  October  I960,  Water  is  derived  from 
the  Board’s  moorland  gathering  grounds  covering  an  area 
of  5 ->000  acres,  and  from  boreholes  and  springs.  The 
total  water  storage  capacity  is  over  545  million  gallons. 

Before  going  into  supply  the  water  is  subject  to 
filtration  and  chlorination  treatment.  It  was  supplied 
during  the  year  to  an  estimated  population  of  nearly 
70,000  at  the  sale  of  over  3 million  gallons  per  day, 
equal  to  45  gallons  per  head  of  population. 

The  waters  are  not  plumbo-solvent , but  regular 
sampling  of  both  the  raw  and  treated  waters  is  carried 
out  by  the  Undertakings  Officers.  Samples  for 
bacteriological  examination  were  taken  on  19&  occasions 
during  the  jrear  with  satisfactory  results.  In 
addition  2 samples  were  taken  for  chemical  examination, 
again  with  satisfactory  results. 

All  houses  in  the  urban  part  of  the  area  are 
provided  with  an  internal  piped  water  supply  from  the 
Undertaking’s  mains.  There  are,  however,  some  43 
dwellinghouses  situated  some  distance  from  the  mains, 
that  rely  on  wells,  springs,  etc.  for  their  supply. 
Connections  to  the  public  -mains  necessitating 
extensions  of  510  yards  were  made  to  33  newly  built 
houses  or  flats  during  the  year  and  7 houses  had  .joint 
service  pipe  connection  replacements.  It  is  estimated 
that  a further  120  houses  have  a restricted  water  supply 
and  would  benefit  from  service  pipe  replacements.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Your  Council's  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  under  the 
ontrol  of  Mr.  Highfield,  your  Surveyor  and  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  is  situate  in  the  low  lying  area  to  the 
south  west  of  the  district  in  the  parish  of  Old  Laund 
Booth,  which  is  actually  in  the  Burnley  Rural  District. 

The  sewerage  system,  which  serves  all  the  urban 
area  with  the  exception  of  farms  and  some  houses  on  the 
outskirts,  provides  a natural  gravitation  to  the  Works. 

On  arrival  at  the  works  sewage  is  screened  before  passing 
to  detritus  tanks  and  sedimentation  tanka,  through 
percolating  filters  and  humus  tanks,  the  final  effluent 
being  discharged  into  Pendle  Water. 

No  new  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  or 
any  additions  we re  undertaken  during  the  year,  but  33 
new  houses  or  flats  were  connected  to  the  sewage  system.

On  the  wljole  housing  conditions  are  good»  Terraced 
houses  of  good  stone  construction  form  the  majority,  and 
most  of  the  remainder  arc  modern  first-clas  dwellinghouses, 
mostly  situate  away  from  the  main  thoroughfare . More  than 
half  the  dwelling-houses  are  owner-occupied  and  generally 
well  maintained . 

A certain  amount  of  old  property  does  exist  and  this 
probably  forms  about  12%  of  the  total.  It  is  mostly  back- 
to-back  and  generally  lacking  in  amenities. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  approximately  290 
houses  without  separate  closet  accommodation,  260  back- 
to-back  houses,  22  other  houses  without  through 
ventilation  and  AO  houses  without  an  adequate  internal 
water  supply.  In  all  there  are  some  200  houses  which 
are  considered  to  be  unfit. 

During  the  year  your  authority  completed  the 
erection  of  2 A flats  and  9 new  houses  were  completed  by 
other  bodies  or  persons.  There  is  no  general  shortage 
of  houses  but  small  dwellings  of  the  one  or  two  bedroom 
type  are  required.  The  provision  of  suitable  sites  for 
new  houses  would  not  appear  to  present  any  special 
difficulties .

Only  7 Notifications  were  received  during  the  ye ar, 

1 Scarlet  Fever,  1 Measles,  3 Food  Poisoning,  and  2 cases 
of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

No  deaths  from  notifiable  diseases  were  registered 
during  the  year. 

The  names  of  only  three  patients,  all  males, 
respiratory  cases  were  added  to  the  Register  of 
Tuberculous  Patients,  but  five  cases,  tv/o  males  and  three 
females  (all  respiratory)  were  removed  from  the  records, 
three  of  the  patients  having  "recovered”,  one  died  and 
one  had  removed  from  the  district. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  36  names  on  the 
register,  30  respiratory  cases  (19  males  and  11  females) 
and  6 non-respiratory  cases  (l  male  and  5 females ) .This 
was  a decrease  of  tv/o  cases  on  the  position  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year. 

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  was  apparently 
efficient  and  no  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under 
Section  1?2  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  for  the 
compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  infectious  persons 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  tract. 

Enquiries  concerning  patients  suffering  from  certain 
of  the  infectious  diseases,  the  supplying  of  free 
disinfectant  and  the  terminal  disinfection  of  rooms, 
clothing,  bedding,  etc.  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,  Nelson,  in  accordance  with  an 
agreement  between  the  two  authorities. 

During  the  year  no  houses,  nor  articles  of  clothing, 
bedding,  etc.  were  disinfected.  Formalin  spray  or 
vapourisation  is  the  method  used  for  rooms.  Articles  of 
clothing,  bedding,  etc.  arc  subjected  to  steam 
disinfection,  the  apparatus  used  being  theproperty  of 
Nelson  Corporation  and  situate  at  the,  ,Cleansing 
Department,  Charles  Street,  Nelson.  ihis  apparatus  was 
temporarily  out  of  use  but  arrangements  were  made  with 
the  Burnley  County  Borough.
